China Again & Republic.

Yuan Shi Kai, finding the imperial crown
wabbly as well as uneasy, has returned to the
status of presldent of the republic as a safer
method of deallng with his country’s affairs,
and agaln proclaims the Chinese republie, It
must not be Inferred from this that the politics
-of the Flowery Kingdom have taken on a loss
complicated form, or that its inhabltants are to
enjoy to their fullest the freedom that is fm-
plied by the title. It will be some time before
the institutions with which we are famillar, and
under which wo live, in thelr entirety are be-
stowed mpon the Chinese. Yuan's position is
pecullarly hazardous just at this time, both as
respects China and the world outside.

Yuan Is a vigorous leader, an aggressive
and progressive man, of sdvanced ideas and
untommon energy in pushing them. He has
been called a reactionary, but this is by those
who do not comprehend the man and his pur-
poses. His ambition ix to arouse Chinag from
its lethargy, to ensrgize and vitalize his peaple,
and to give his country once more a place of
first rank among the powers of the world, He
has shown his capacity as & military organizer
and leader fa the past, and his services to the
late emperor and dowager empress were so ho-
table as to mark him as the strongest man of
his day. Pressure from the outside has greatly
complicated the problems Yuan has to meet,
but his continuance in power will do much to
